Disgrunticd Taft workers held a 
rump convention at the Planters Ho- 
tel at 9:30 a. m. This convention 
adopted resolutions indorsing the 
Taft administration and instructing 
four delegates for Taft in the Chica- 
go convention. The national conven- 
tion will decide which set of dele- 
gates to seat. 

The delegates named are John J. 
Lahiv, St. Louis; Joseph E, Black, 
Richmond; Capt. John A. Duncan, St. 
Joseph, ang Harry D. Train, Kansas 
City. The Taft forces were rallied 
by E. lL. Morse of Excelsior Springs. 
Morse says there were 150 persons in 
the rump convention. 

Steam Roller Works. 

In the heat of the Armory convention, 
in an effort at compromise, Mayor 
Kreismann and Charlies D. Morris of St. 
Joseph, chairman of the State Commit- 
tee, had been named two of the dele- 
gates at large. 

When the Hadley steam roller put 
through the Roosevelt instructions at 6 
a. m. by a vote of 663 to 322%, Morris 
and Kreismann resigned, and Tippin and 
Speer were named by acclamation. 

Thomas K. Niedringhaus of St. Louis 
a Roosevelt leader, was elected National 
Committeeman and Harry E. Patton of 
Springfield and R. 8S. Harvey of the 
Righth District were named presidentia! 
electors at large. 

Action Forecast April 11. 

Mayor Kreismann was temporary 
chairman of the convention and Gov, 
Hadley permanent chairman. 

The action of the State convention was 
forecast by the Post-Dispatch on April 
11, at the time of the St. Louis County 
convention at Clayton. On that occa- 
sion 34 Roosevelt delegates were named 
and the Post-Dispatch pointed out that 
this would assure Roosevelt the dele- 
gates at large. 

It was 6:20 a. m., after the rain and 
wind storm without the First Reg!i- 
ment Armory had spent itself, and some 
of the delegates, at least thought the 
tumult within the convention bullding 
was about over, that the Roosevelt in- 
structions were sprung. 

R. T. Andrews of Dallas County, of- 
fered as an amendment to the conven- 
tion platform a resolution “that the 
eight delegates at large from Missouri 
be instructed to vote for Theodore 
Roosevelt as the Republican presidential 
nominee at the Chicago convention, and 
that they do all in their power to, bring 
about his nomination.” 

Tired delegates who had fought all 
day and all night forgot their fatigue. 
Ex-Congressaman Politte Elvins of St. 
Francois County, standing on a chaig 
moved that the amendemnt was out of 
order. Gov. Hadley, permanent chair- 
man, ruled the point of order was not 
well taken, and Elvins then moved to 
table the amendment.

There Harry Allen of Kirkwood ?eceived 
the severest shock. The current ran up 
the steel pen with which he was writ- 
ing and for a moment nearly paralyzed 
his arm. F. H. Stratman, another clerk 
in the room, also was shocked severely. 

Deputy Recorder Knocked Down. 

In the Recorder’s office, above the 
copying room, Charles Redman, chief 
deputy, was talking to Otto Preiss about 
a deed. Redman was knocked. down by 
the bolt and Preiss was shocked. 

Magistrate Werremeyer was dozing in 
his office, when a great ball of blue fire 
shot down a steel pipe in the room with 
a crackle. Several clocks in that por- 
tion of the building were stopped by the 
shock. 


A rainstorm, accompanied by a high 
wind, which swept over St. Louis Thurs- 
day night and Friday morning, 
blew the roof from the  danc- 
ing pavilion at Forest Park Highlands 
and caused other damage in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. 

The wind attained a velocity of 46 
miles an hour at 10:10 p. m. In the morn- 
ing there were prospects of clearing 
weather, but the clouds gathered again 
and at 8:30 ‘there was a hailstorm, fol- 
lowed by a heavy fall of rain. The 
storm was general in the Ohio, Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Valleys and the Lake 
region. 

In St. Louis the rainfall between 5:30 
p. m. Thursday and noon Friday was 
2.76 inches. 

A plate glass window valued at $150 
was broken at Assadorian Bros.’ rug 
store, 386 North Euclid avenue. 

Live Wires Fall on Street. 

A tree on a vacant lot at Eu- 
clid and Maryland avenues was 
uprooted and blown across _ street rail- 
way and telegraph wires. Some of the 
live wires broke and fell across the 
sidewalk, charging two trolley poles. 
Policemen kept pedestrians away until 
the dangerous wires were cut and the 
tree removed. 

A tree blown down by the wind at 
Euclid and Washington avenues broke 
a city street lamp. 

At Olive street and Boyle avenue a 
pole carrying live wires was blown 
across a shed, setting it on fire. 
Damage to trees, fences, windows and 
chimneys were reported from all ‘parts 
of the city. Several trees were blown 
down in Tower Grove Park.

The machine, driven by Daniel Hus- 
ton of 2734 Olive street, bore down on 
Cullom through the rain and wind, at 
Compton and Washington avenues, at 
10:30 o’clock, while he was crossing the 
street with the baby in his arms. It 
ran over him and the child, dragging 
them some distance. 

Huston was arrested, charged with 
careless driving, and Mrs. Cullom swore 
out a warrant against him. In the car 
was Thomas Golden of East St. Louis. 
The machine belongs to J. H. Smith of 
3747 Hebert street, who rents automo- 
biles. 

Wife Followeq the Husband. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cullom were on their 
way home from the residence of Cul- 
lom’s father, Dr. A. B. Cullom, 3200 
Lucas avenue. Cullom, carrying George, 
was walking in front, while his wife 
followed with their daughter, Mary, 5 
years old, in her arms. 

Mrs. Cullom told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the first warning she had 
of the rapid approach of the automo- 
bile was when she saw its lights flash, 
directly across the street, Her husband | 
had just ‘frgin the curbing. She’ 
screamed and Cullom, she says, turned 
to look back. At that instant the auto- 
mobile dashed over him, 

After dragging the man and baby the 
automobile stopped and Huston alighted. 
Mrs. Cullom ran to her husband, and 
as she bent over him, she says he 
gasped: “Get the number of the ear.”’ 

Clings to Driver; Calls Help. 

Mrs. Cullom declares that as Huston 
started to climb into the car to drive 
away, she seized his coat and clung to 
him, while she screamed for help. Her 
cries brought men from neighboring 
houses, who seized him. 

Cullom and the child were carried to 
their home across the street, and Dr. EK. 
W. Oelfcken of 3148 Olive street found 
Cullom had _ suffered a broken leg, 
broken arm, a minor fracture of the 
skull, sprained ankle and severe cuts 
and bruises. 

The baby had a broken leg and nose 
and had suffered concussion of the 
brain.

“DRUG GURE” MADE 
PATIENT DESIRE TO 
GIVE AWAY ALL 


Witness Against Makers Says 
‘‘Habitina’’ Made Him Feel 
in Love With World. 





H. I. Crocker of Poplar’ Bluff, Mo., 
testified in the United States District 
Court Friday in the trial of Ryland C. 
Bruce and R. C. Prewitt, manufacturers 
of an alleged morphine cure, that after 
taking a dose of the cure he felt that 
he was in love with the whole world 
and wanted to give away everything he 
had. 

Bruce and Prewitt are on trial on 
charges of sending unmailable matter 
through the mails. Their offices are in 
the HoHand Building. They called their 
drug ‘cure ‘‘Habitina.”’ 

“I began taking Habitina in 1905,”’ 
Crocker testified, ‘and kept it up six 
years. I became addicted to the use of 
morphine in 1903, and thought I could 
cure myself. I found that the cure was 
very bad on my eyesight an@ made me 
too nervous to do my work, but It cer- 
tainly did make me love the world. I 
spent a lot of money for it. When you 
were under the influence of the cure 
you cared nothing for money, and want- 
ed to give away all you had. I had to 
come to 8t. Louis to get cured.”’ 

On cross-examination Crocker identi- 
fied a letter he had written to the chem- 
ical company. The letter stated that 
he had been cured. Crocker said the 
letter was in his handwriting but he 
had no recollection of having written it. 
Mrs. Julia Burton of Anderson, §S. C., 
testified she took ‘“Habitina’’ for 30 
months trying to cure herself of the 
morphine habit. She was unsuccessful, 
she said, although she took large quan- 
tities of the “‘cure.”’ 

Dr. G. A. Jordon, Assistant Health 
Commissioner, testified that it was im- 
possible for a user of morphine to cure 
himself by home treatment. He said it 
was necessary to put the victim under 
restraint and watch him carefully. 

Mrs. Grace Medley Shelby, % years 
old, and pretty, who said she was a 
pianist residing at 622 North Fourth 
street, St. Joseph, Mo., testified that 
she took more than 1400 bottles of ““Hab- 
itina’’ in five years, using half a bottle 
a day for the first two years, and a bot- 
tle a day for the last three. At the 
regular price of $2 a bottle, her expendi- 
tures for “Habitina” exceeded $2500. 
She was introduced to ‘“Habitina” 
through a sample bottle, she said. Be- 
ing addicted te the use of morphine, 
and having none of the drug at hand, 
she was unable to play the piano for a 
party of friends one night, she said. 
One of the guests offered the bottle of 
“Habitina,” and she took the entire 
sample, she testified, ygith such good 
results that she played without trouble 
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Dozen Bodies Seen 
Huddled on Iceberg 
NEW YORK, April 26. 
HE North German Lloyd Liner 
T Prinzess Irene, just in from 
Genoa, reports that on 
Wednesday last, she intercepted a 
Wireless message between two 
ships, the names of which were 
not learned, saying that one of 
them, in passing 50 miles from the 
scene of. the Titanic disaster, had 
sighted an iceberg on which were 
the bodies of more than a dozen 
men. All wore lifebelts, and the 
bodies were huddled in groups at 
the base of'the berg. 

It was the opinion of officers 
that the men had climbed on the 
mass of ice, perhaps within an 
hour of the foundering of the Ti- 
tanic, and had frozen to death as 
they were swept to the southward. 
The fact that the bodies were hud- 
dled in groups led the captain of 
the ship to suppose the men gath- 
ered close together to keep warm. 
No attempt was made to take off 
the bodies. 

Storm Rattles Windows, She 
Flees and Is Found in Fence 
Corner in Morning. 





When the wind and rain storm was 
raging at 10 o’clock Thursday night, 
Mrs. Jane Diamond, 70 years old, who 
has lived alone at 1200 Marshall street, 
Alton, Ill., since the death of her hus- 
band, two months ago, thought she 
heard burglars trying to get into her 
home. Jumping out of bed and without 
waiting to put on extra clothing, she 
opened a back window and crawled out 
into the darkness and the storm to hide. 

Seven hours later, at daybreak, J. M. 
Kennington, 1207 Marshall street, re- 
turning from his night's work, found 
Mrs. Diamond huddkd in a fence cor- 
ner of his yard. 

She could scarcely speak, but man- 
aged to tell Kennington how she had 
run away from burglars. Kennington 
thinks it was only the storm shaking 
the windows. The rain had biinded her 
and she could not see where she was 
going. The thunder and the lightning 
had filled her with terror, she said, and 
she fell many times and was badly 
bruised before she came upon the spot 
where Kennington found her.

In 
this statement Gill stated he “was 
actuated by the desire that no cap- 
tain who refuses or neglects to give 
aid to a vessel in distress should be

At midnight of April 14, Gill said, 
he went to his cabin but could not 
sleep and went back on deck to 
smoke a cigarette. Ten minutes later 
he saw a white rocket ten miles to 
starboard, ang remarked to himself, 
“that must be a vessel in distress.” 

He did not notify the bridge or look- 
out because, he said, it was not his 
business and they could not have 


posed they would pay attention. 

‘ Gill swore that he then turned and at 
6:40 a. m. was awakened with orders to 
turn out to render assistance, that the 
Titanic had gone down. The Californian 
then was proceeding at full speed, clear 
of the ice field, but with plenty of ice- 
bergs about. 

He heard Second Officer J. C. Evans 
telling Fourth Officer Wooten that the 
Third Officer had reported rockets dur- 
ing his watch and Gill said he knew 
then it must have been the Titanic that 
he had seeh. 

Evans, according to the affidavit, said 
that the captain had been notified of 
the rockets by the apprentice officer, 
thought to have been named Gibson. 
The skipper ordered Morse signals to 
the distressed vessels sent up. No re- 
ply was received. 

Gill said the next remark he heard 
Evans make wag “why in the devil 
they didn’t wake up the wireless 
man.” The entire crew, according to 
Gill, talked among themselves about 
disregard of the rockets. Mr. Stone, 
the second navigating officer, was on 
the Californian’s bridge at the time 
of the rocket signals. 

Gill declared that in making his af- 
fidavit he had no ill-will toward any 
officer of the Californian; that the 
Californian certainly was less than 
20 miles from the Titanic, which the 
Californian’s officers had reported as 
their position. 

He said that the skipper and the 
quartermaster who was on duty dur- 
ing the discharge of the rockets had 
a three-quarters of an hour consulta- 
tion a day or two before the Call- 
fornian reached port and that the 
quartermaster declared that he did 
not see the rockets. 

It was necessary for the women and 
children on the sinking Titanic to jump 
a three-foot chasm from the deck to the 
lifeboats, and babies were tossed into 
the boats, according to testimony given 
to Chairman Smith by F. O. Evans, one 
of the Titanic’s crew. Evans said this 
method of loading the boats caused the 
heavy loss of life among the women 
and children.

KAISER INVITES 
SHIP CONFERENCE 


BERLIN, April 26—At the immediate 
direction of Emperor William, the Mar- 


iners’ Association, which controls all 
German emigration laws, and the heads 
of the principal ship lines flying the 
German flag have begun conferences at‘ 
the Hotel Adlon looking toward reme- 
dial improvements in the safeguards of 
life at sea. 

The Emperor has gone still further In 
his enthusiasm over the subject of pre- 
venting any repetition of the Titanic 
disaster and he personally drew the text 
of messages, now going out over the 
signature of the foreign office, inviting 
the principal governments of the world 
te exchange views on the matter.

It is now regarded as a certainty 
that an international conference will 
be called on the subject, Germany ex- 
tending the invitation. All the maritime 
powers will be represented.

Mistake Causes Much Amusement in 


Washington. 
WASHINGTON, April 24—The London 
Daily Mail's reference to Champ Clark’s 
“landlubberly questions and childish- 
ness” in the Senate’s Titanic inquiry 
caused considerable amusement in 
Washington. Being a Representative 
and not a Senator Mr. Clark wonders 
at the twist of even British ingenuity 
which landed him in a Senate commit- 


tee. 
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the United States Government to insti- 
tute an inquiry into the loss of a Brit- 
ish ship, and Viscount Morley, the Lord 
President of the Council, informed him 
that the United States is acting quite 
within its rights. 

Lord Stanhope had said: “The inquiry 
seems to have only two grounds of jus- 
tification. The first is that the steamship 
company concerned is not altogether 
British, but partly American. If that is 
so it will obviously create a very ex- 
traordinary situation because it strikes 
at the root of the position of the Mer- 
cantile Marine in time of war, as to 
whether a vessel belonged to a neutral 
or a belligerent power. The only other 
ground is based on the terrible loss of 
life. If that is given as reason for the 
inquiry eat Washington, obviously other 
nations whose citizens were passengers 
on board the Titanic would be justified 
in holding similar inquiries. I can im- 
agine nothing more terrible to the sur- 
vivors than attendance at a series of 
inquiries in different countries. 

Fears Loss of Evidence. 

“IT am anxious to know whether the 
evidence given before the senatorial 
committee will be admissible at the in- 
quiry here. Evidence given at a first 
investigation is, of course, far more 
valuable and more dependable than evi- 
dence given on a later occasion. Un- 
less the evidence given in the United 
States is admitted at the inquiry in this 
country, Great Britain will obviously be 
penalized. 

“IT agree that the American inquiry 
can be left to the good sense of the 
American people. The international re- 
latioris- between this country and the 
‘United States are so friendly that no in- 
ternational question can possibly arise. 
There exists, however, a certain amount 
of feeling in this country on the sub- 
ject of the American inquiry, although 
it is not so strong or so forcibly worded 
as would have been the feeling in Amer- 
loa if the Titanic had been an American 
ship and Great Britain were holding 
an inquiry concerning American citi- 
zens.

FST LOUIS ASKED 


Seventeen Stockholders in Suit 
Allege Assets of Concern 
Have Been Wasted.

A suit for a receiver for the Federal 

Trust Co. of St. Louis was filed in the 
Circuit Court Thursday by 17 stockhold- 
ers. It is alleged that assets of the 
company have been wasted and that 
certain officers conducted the business 
for their personal gain without regard 
to the interests of stockholders. 
One of the allegations is that Charles 
B. Thomas, president of the company, 
in 1910 induced Joseph Turley and R. D. 
Smith to purchase the Henrietta coal 
mines near Edwardsville, Ill., and then 
resold the mines to the trust company. 
The profit on this sale was divided 
among the three men, it is alleged. 

The petition recites that the money 
for the original purchase was obtained 
from the treasury of the trust company. 
It is set forth that the mines were in 
poor physical condition at the time of 
purchase and since then have been 
operated at great loss to the company. 

The defendants in the suit are Presi- 
dent Thomas, Murray Phillips Jr., vice- 
president; Silas Cook, former Mayor of 
'East St. Louis, secretary .and treasurer; 
W. H. Garanflo, William G. Bray, Les- 
lie W. Winters, W. S. Gardner, Joseph 
D. Turley, A. K. Whitelaw, R. S. Risque, 
A. W. Browning, Albert Rushmann, R. 
D. Smith and the Missouri Farm Col- 
onies Co. 

According to the petition, the company 
last January entered into voluntary 
liquidation and a committee was ap- 
pointed to wind up its affairs. It is al- 
leged that large salaries are being paid 
to the agents settling such affairs and 
that the assets are in danger of further 
waste. 

The Court is asked to require the de- 
fendants to make an accounting to the 
receiver, if one be appointed, and that 
they be enjoined from interfering with 
the receiver's authority. George B. 
Webster is attorney for the plaintiffs. 
The Federal Trust has offices in the 
Commonwealth Trust Building.

Taft advising him that the failure of 
his partisans to control the convention 
should be blamed upon Nagel.

My experience has been that there is 
no promise so sacred that the Hadley 
crowd will not violate it, that there is 
no pledge they will keep. 

He Accuses Hadley. 

“Gov. Hadley had his  emissaries 
working under the Taft banner and 
pretending to be for the President. 
Through’ these emissaries our friends 
have been misled from the very in- 
ception of this fight. -Hadley poses 
before the people of the State as a 
man of honesty and integrity, one 
who stands for a square deal. He 
enters into agreements, only to pass 
the word to his friends to violate 


them. 
“He enters into compromises in the 


name of harmony, pleading for the 
party’s future welfare, only to mislead 
the true friends of the party. His only 
purpose is to control conventions and 
elect delegates that will do his bidding 
—and that by the most disreputable 
means ever practiced in this State. By 
these means he has succeeded in con- 
trolling this convention.’’ 


Expected Equal Division. 

Black declared he would g0 to 
Chicago on the contesting delegation 
because he had been informed that 
Hadley had not kept faith with the 
Taft adherents.

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PROF. POPPEN DEAD 


AT 71; RAN AWAY 
TO ESCAPE CLERGY 


Noted Musician Will Be Buried 
Saturday——Had an Eventful 
Career. 


x 
A varied and eventful career came to 
a close with the death of Prof. Richard 


S. Poppen, 71 years old, composer and 
teacher, whose funeral will take place 
Saturday afternoon at the Smithers & 
Wand undertaking rooms, 4233 Olive 
street. He died Thursday at the home 
of Miss L. Baker, 8726 Delmar boulevard, 
where he had lived many years. 

Born in Russia nearly 72 years ago, 
Prof. Peppen was intended by his 
parents for the priesthood, in which 
several of his brothers had risen to 
high rank. The church, however, did 
not appeal to him and he ran away from 
home. 

After studying at a Russian conserva- 
tory, he went to the Royal Conservatory 
of Music in Leipsic in 1857, and was 
graduated there in 1859. In November of 
that year he landed in New York, where 
for a year he taught music. 

Joined the Southern Army. 

He next became instructor in music 
in a woman’s seminary at La Grange, 
Ga., and was teaching there when the 
Civil War began. He joined the South- 
ern army, but came to St. Louis before 
the war was over and took a position 
as organist at the Old Cathedral on Wai- 
nut street, near Third. 

in 1875 he went to the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception, then at Locust 
street and Jefferson avenue, as organ- 
st, and three years later he took a 
similar position at St. John’s Catholic 
Church, Sixteenth and Chestnut streets. 
In 1883 he became organist for the Unit- 
ed Hebrew Congregation. He held this 
place 25 years. 

Prof. Poppen, for the last 19 years, had 
been professor of piano and harmony at 
the Strassberger Conservatory. While 
there he composed two operas—“Althea,” 
which was produced with some success 
several years ago, and ‘‘Adona Diana,”’ 
which never has been heard in public. 

About thirty years ago Prof. Poppen 
organized the Henry Shaw Musical So- 
ciety and the St. Louis Opera Com- 
pany, both of which endured several 
years and gained the hearty support of 
the city’s music lovers. 

During the war Prof. Poppen married 
Miss Page Hunley, who died 25 years 
ago. They had no children. 

Prof. Poppen was master of several 
languages, speaking English, Spanish 
and German fluently, as well as Rus- 
sian in its standard _ dialect forms. 
His body will be cremated.

Members of the House of Delegates 
discussed at the city hall Friday the 
probability of the reintroduction tn the

The Terminal Association sought to 


have these streets and alleys vacated 
two years ago to use the Ranken tract 
}for the extension of its switching and 
yard facilities. As a consideration for 
the vacation of the streets and alleys 
the Terminal agreed to pay the city $1,- 
000,000 in cash, to pay $300,000 for a via- 
duct across Mill Creek Valley at Comp- 
ton avenue, to build a station in North 
St. Louis at a cost of $250,000, to pay 
$250,000 in lieu of building a viaduct over 
Union Station at Clark avenue, and to 
pay $200,000 for intrusion of the station 
into Market street, between Eighteenth 
and Twentieth streets. 

A visitor who did not make known 
his identity called on Clerk Louis C. 
Hehl of the House of Delegates and 
asked copies of the original Ranken 
tract ordinance. He also inquired how 
many printed copies of the bill would 
be needed when it was reintroduced.

Government to Sue Harvester 
Trust at Minneapolis Tuesday 
: if Papers Are Ready.

WASHINGTON, April %.—The records 
of the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor show that President Roosevelt did 
not stop aiding the Morgan interests 
with his orders te hold up the prosecu- 
tiom of the Harvester Trust and the 
| granting ef permission to the Steel Trust 
ito absorb the Tennessee Coa) and Iron 
Co. 
| He went further in February, 1909, 
|when the Senate Committee on Jwliciary 
subpenaed Herbert Knox Smith, Com- 
missioner of Corporations, te inform the 
committee of his (Smith's) progress in 
his investigation of the Steel Trust. 
Smith appeared before the committee 
and, according to the records of that 
session, refused to make known what 
had been done. 

During a lull tin the proceedings he 
got In touch with the White House. The 
result was that Roosevelt, fearing the 
eommittee would demand the papers, 
sent a big van to the Department of 
Commerce and Labor and had all the 
records in the investigation of the Steel 
Trust hauled to the White House. They 
were stored upstairs im the main build- 
ing. 

Made Trips te the Attic. 

Clérks of the Bureau of Corporations 
often referred to their work as ‘making 
trips to the attie of the White House 
to get certain papers in the investigation 
of the Steel Trust.”’ 

The records were kept in the “attic” 
of the White House until after the 
Committee on Judiciary, which was in- 
vestigating the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Co. had-been dis- 
charged. Jt was discharged March 2, 
two days before Roosevelt left the 
White House and President Taft was in- 
augurated. 

All the time the papers were in the 
possession of President Roosevelt at the 
White House Smith continued his inves- 
tigations. This necessitated the several 
trips he made to the “attic.” A number 
of the members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee did not know of the “moving 
day’ proceedings until months after- 
ward. Many of these of the majority 
of the committee, which reparted the 
committee had no recommendations to 
make, asserted that had they known the 
“trick” the former President played upon 
them they would have reported ‘‘some- 
thing strong.’’ 

All the time President Roosevelt kept 
the papers of the trust stored at the 
White House he was delaying and put- 
ting off the prosecution of the Har- 
vester Trust, which he had promised 
Senator Hansbrough he would make. 

It was during this perfod that George 
W. Perkins again visited the White 
House and conferred with Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bonaparte. Soon after this Attor- 
ney-General Bonaparte wrote to Sen- 
ator Hansbrough that the prosecution 
of the Harvester Trust must be delayed 
until the Bureau of Corporations had 
either completed an tnvestigation it had 
started against the Harvester Trust or 
abandoned that investigation. 


: Investigation Never Finished. 
Nothing more was done regarding the 


Harvester Trust. The Commissioner of 
Corporations refused to abandon the in- 
vestigation and President Roosevelt 
would not permit his Attorney-General 
to bring suit while the investigation was 
in progress. The result was that the 
suit was not brought and the investiga- 
tion started by Herbert Knox Smith 
never has been completed. 

So aroused did Attorney-General 
Wickersham become because of the de- 
lay in the Harvester Trust investigation 
ly Smith that, through Secretary Nagel, 
he urged Smith to complete his reports. 
When, after some delay, he did not, 
Attorney-General Wickersham asked 
him to get some particular and spe- 
cific information regarding the trust. 
He did this, and the Attorney-General 
has the matter in hand. 

The Department of Justice has a suit 
prepared and ready for filing. Mesars. 
Bancroft and Wilson, counsel for the 
Harvester Trust, are here for a last con- 
ference. The Government will institute 
its suit for the dissolution of the com- 
bine at Minneapolis Tuesday if the pa- 
pers can be prepared by that time. This 
ty in accordance with an arrangement 
between the President and Attorney- 
General Wickersham, reached before 
the President left the capital to open 
his fight on Col. Roosevelt in Massa- 
chusetts.

Twelve McKendree College girls on a 
“hike,” overtaken by a storm and ma- 
rooned all night at a dairy farm, where 
they slept six in a bed, returned to Leb- 
anon, Ill, shortly after daylight Fri- 
Gay morning in a milk wagon, and al- 
layed the night-long anxiety of parents 
and friends. - 

These trips are part of the physical 
training of the girls, and the 12 started 
out after classes Thursday afternoon, 


under the guidance of Prof. H. T. Ors- 
borne, the physical instructor, for a 
tramp over the country roads. They 
were Misses Sylvia and Olive Cover, 
Ethel Reinhardt, Erline Miller, Harriet 
Carlin, Isabel Griffith, Marian Waggon- 
er, JAllian Harmon, Myrtle Johnpeter, 
Ella Morgan, Eulalia Mauray and Ruth 
Behymer. 

They had walked several mfles and 
were returning home when the ap- 
proach of a storm sent them scurry- 
ing to the shelter of a dairy farm 
belonging to M. Turner, a negro far- 
mer, two miles from town. After 
eating the lunches that they had 
brought, they took a short course in 
dairying by watching the milking of 
the cows, and gained information 
which will come in handy in a can- 
tata, “The Merry Milkmaids,” which 
some of them are rehearsing. 

Darkness came and the storm in- 
creased. Turner offered them the

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Not only are the two bridges controlled by 
the Terminal Association, but the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., a former competitor in taterstate 
commerce between Illinois and Missouri, bas 
been absorbed by the association. The Wig- 
gins Ferry Co. is stated in the bond circular to 
be an asset of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion which issues the bonds, 

Is this merger of competing property in 
interstate commerce lawful under the Federal 
anti-trust lawf Apparently it is a violation 
of that law, according to the decisions of the 
United States Circuit Court in the Northern 
Securities case and to decisions of the Federal 
Supreme Court. 

The attention of Attorney-General Knox is 
called to this apparent violation of the Federal 
laws. 

No action having been obtained from the War 


Department, the Post-Dispatch, on June 20, 1905, 
appealed to Theodore Roosevelt, then President, to 
order his Attorney-General to bring suit against 
the combine. On that date, at the instance of the 
Post-Dispatch and in behalf of the citizens of St.

The President’s order to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to take action against this monopoly 
marks a signal victory for the people achieved 
by the power of publicity. It is a triumph of 
publicity, fearlessly and persistently applied 
to a great wrong. 

When the Post-Dispatch undertook the task 
of freeing St. Louis from the grasp of the 
bridge and terminal monopoly, the fight 
seemed hopeless. The business interests were 
apathetic and despaired of relief. The mer- 
chants were timid, fearing the power of the 
monopoly to injure their interests. The in- 
fluence of the monopoly railroads was all- 
powerful, 

The editorial then recounts the fight against 
the loop ordinance, which the Post-Dispatch op- 
posed against the entire influence of the World’s 
Fair directorate, and which resulted in the crea- 
tion of the Municipal Terminal Commission and 
the abolition of freight arbitraries beyond the 
100 mile mark. The editorial continues: 

The great array of facts brought out during 
the fight against the terminal franchise bills 
was made the basis for avn attack on the 
monopoly in the State courts by Attorney- 
Geaeral Crow. The Post-Dispatch also called 
the attention of Secretary of War Taft to the 
charter of the Merchants’ Bridge, which pro- 
vided for its confiseation if it were combined 
with any other bridge. We supplied all our 
facts to Secretary Taft, and at the Pie vcd 
of the Post-Dispatch Attorney-General Crow 
submitted a brief to the Secretary of War. 

Both the action in the state courts and the 
decision of the Secretary of War being against 
the contention im behalf of the people, the 
Post-Dispatch demanded action by the De- 
partmeht of Justice, which had been recom- 
mended by Secretary Taft. At the instance 
of this newspaper, representative merchants 
petitioned the President to instruct Attorney- 
‘General Moody to proceed against the bridge 
end terminal monopoly under the anti-trust 
act, ealling the President’s attention to the 
similarity of conditions existing in this mo- 
mopoly to those of the Nerthera Securities, 
Following the petition of representative St, 
Louis merchants, Attorney-General Crow, at 
the instance of the Post-Dispatch, personally 
went to Washiagton and laid the facts before 
the Attorney-General.

We believe that the President’s action will 
t mate the oppressive power of monopoly. 
In thie action Mr, Roosevelt has again dem- 
onstrated his fearlessness, his energy and his 
desire to serve the people.
